They 
may return early in the week. In fact they 
have so promised and this means the proba- 
bility of a fresh outbreak. 

It is reported in Pana that the 
miners who have so far supplante

to their Southern homes if they could. This 
report cannot be verified for the reason that 
the 150 armed sheriffs will permit the 
negroes to be interviewed. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent drove 
out to the Springside mine early this morn- 
ing. As the trocha was. crossed half a dozen 
or more Winchester rifles came into uncom- 
fortable proximity to his nose, and there 
Was an unmistakable sugg*stion to “turn 
round and go back.’

Cavaignac Is About the Only Minister 


Who Objects to This and Others

PARIS, Sept. 3.—Among the many wild 
rumors flying about is one.showing a public 
belief that Col. Henry did not commit sul- 
cide. 

The Figaro says that when the Com- 
missary of Police arrived at Mount Val- 
erien he asked for Col. Henry’s valise and 
the razor with which he committed suicide. 
He was told that both had been sent to 
the Mirister of War. 

* This extraordinary proceeding could not 
fail to be commented on here. 

The Eclair, referring to this matter, says: 

“This controversy has shown us long ago 
to what depths certain individuals can de- 
scend, so we were not surprised to read 
that the suicide of Col. Henry was perhaps 
a murder.’ 

The Petite Republique points out that in 
1894 Col. Paty du Clam entered Dreyfus’ 
cell. and offered him .a revoiver, in order 
that he might commit suicide, Dreyfus re- 
fused the revolver, proclaiming his inno- 
cence. 

The Petite Republique asks if the officer 
who entered Col. Henry's cell was not 
charged with a similar duty. It even re- 

ards the insistence with which the Min- 
etry of War denies that any such visit was 
paid to the prisoner as confirming the ru- 
mor,-or at any rate, giving it importance.

_- WAS HENRY THE FORGER? 


High German Authority Says His Gov- 


crnment Could Clear the Mystery. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—M. de Blowitz, Paris 
correspondent.of the Times, telegraphs that 
he has obtained the views of ‘a distin- 
guished German on the Dreyfus situation. 


This individual admitted that “Germany, 
by speaking out, could perhaps clear up the 
Dreyfus affair,"’ but, he added, “the inter- 
ests of the nation are superior to those of 
any man, and if Germany were Lstened to, 
Gen. de Boisdeffre could not remain an 
hour at the head of the staff, whereas 
Germans ought to wish to have him stay 
ther;e as long as possible.”’ 

M. de Blowitz says: ‘Gen. de Bolisdeffre’s 
*iortcomings are just as fully. understood 
“were in France. There was even an idea 
of sending him as French Ambassador to 
St. Petersburg, a post he desired, but the 
incident of the Zola trial made his reten- 
tion as chief of staff imperative. Now, how- 
ever, the Germans no longer have a motive 
to keep silence.”’ 

Proceeding to relate from inside knowl- 
edge the history of the forger'es of Col. 
Schwartzkoppen’s (late German military at- 
tache in Paris) handwriting, the Times cor- 
respondent says the work was so cleverly 
done as to deceive Col. Schwartzkoppen 
himself, who even when he became aware 
of it was unable to denounce it, owing to 
the introduction of certain names. 

M. de Blowitz arrives at this conclusion: 
“It is absoiutely impossible that L'euten- 
ant-Colone] Henry should have attained the 
necessary professional dexterity. The 
actual forger, therefore, must be gought 
elsewhere, though it is likely enough that 
Henry concocted the phrases. Discovery 
would not be difficult and would elicit the 
Whole truth.”

NEW YORK, Sept.. 3.—Two regiments of 
tottering human wrecks were dumped out 
on the railroad patform in Long Island 
City yesterday afternoon. They were the 
crack Michigan regiments, the Thirty-third 
and Thirty-fourth, on the way to their 
homes from Camp Wikoff, 

Officially, they were well men, but 110 of 

them were so weak that they were unable 
to walk and had to be carried on stretcheré 
and in ambulances to the Red Crosse Relief 
Station to prevent them from dying from 
exhaustion. 
Fifteen of the men were transferred from 
there to the Presbyterian and Long Isiand 
Hospitals in a g6erious condition, and in 
ep:te of the skill of the surgeons and nurses 
one of them died in an ambulance of St. 
John’s Hospital immediately after leaving 
the Red Cross Station. 

He was George Allen, a member of Com- 

pany F of the Thirty-fourth Michigan Regi- 
ment and a resident of Milan, Mich. 
The cause of death, as it appears on the 
records, is exhaustion, but the surgeons 
eay that the man really died of starvation. 
The delicacies and medical relief provided 
by the Red Cross women came too late in 
Allen’s case, “but they undoubtedly saved 
the lives of many others. 

Dozens of the other ‘‘well’’ men were car- 


ried on stretchers or in the arms of their 
comrades to the boat that took them to 
Jersey City.

THE MEN DO NOT COMPLAIN. 


Those Who Went to Cuba Expected to 
Suffer Hardships and the Gov- 
ernment Is Not at Fault. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3—Gen. Wheeler 
says the soldiers are not complaining of 
their hardships. He says every officer and 
soldier who weé to Cuba rejoiced that he 
was given a great and special privilege in 
being permitted to engage in that cam- 
paign. They knew they were to encounter 
yellow fever and other diseases, as well 
as the torrid heat of the country and they 
were proud ando giad to do so. They know 
that it was impossible for them to have 
the advantage of wagon transportation 
which usually accompanies armies... And 
yet, officers and men were giad to go, to 
carry their blankets and their rations on 
their backs and to be subjected without 
any shelter to the sun and rains by day 
and the heavy dews by night. They cer- 
tainly knew that the Spaniards had spent 
years in erecting defenses, and it was 
their pleasure to assault and their duty to 
capture the Spanish. They were more than 
giad to incur these hardships and these 
dangers. They went there and did their 
duty, each man seeming to fell that Amer- 
ican honor and prestige were to be meas- 
ured by his conduct. 

‘The brave men who won the victories 
did not complain of the neglect of the Gov- 
ernment, but on the contrary they seemed 
grateful to the President and the Secre- 
tary of War for giving them the oppor- 
tunity to incur those dangers and hard- 
ships. They realized that in the hurried 
organization of an expedition by a Govern- 
ment which had no one with any experi- 
ence in such matters, it was impossible to 
have everything arranged to_ perfection, 
and they will testify that under the cir- 
cumstances the conditions were much more 
perfect that any one would have reason to 
expect, and that the President and Secre- 
tary of War and others who planned and 
dispatched this expedition deserve high 
commendation. 

“One reason why our army was lacking 
in some respects in ulpage was that a 
telegram was received from Admira]) Samp- 
son stating that if the army reached there 
immediately they could take the city at 
once, but if there was delay the fortifica- 
tions of the Spaniards would be so per- 
fected that there might be great acer 
in taking it. On receiving this dispatc 
from Admiral Sampson, the War Depart- 
ment directed the army to move at once, 
and, as all connected with the army will 
regall, the orders were received after dark, 
and the army was in motion, had traveled 
nine miles and was on the ships at day- 


light. 

“T have just finished my daily inspection 
of the hospitals. With rare exceptions the 
sick are cheerful and improving. I have 
nurses and doctors to care for them, and 
in all my many tours I have not found a 
single patient who made the slightest com- 
plaint. It is true there has been suffering— 
and great suffering. The climate of Cuba 
was very severe upon all our soMiers, and 
with rare exceptions they were stricken 
by severe illness, but, instead of complein- 
ing, the hearts of these brave men are 
filled with gratitude to the people for the 
bouteous generosity which has been ex- 
tended to them.”

Haas’ Has Been Put in Seclusion 
by Order of the Chief 
of Police.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—Chief Lees 
has made another idiscovery which may 
connect Mrs. Botkin with the murder of 
Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Deane, jate of Do- 
ver, Del. The handkerchief ‘which lay on 
top of the poisoned candies when the box 
was delivered to Mrs. Dunning was bought 
at the City of Paris dry goods store in this 
city. 

Chief Lees has obtained a handkerchief of 
the same kind from that establishment. 

Many of the salesmen at the big dry 


goods establishment know Mrs. Botkin as 
They say that she often made 
purchases of: them, 

Chief Lees inquired at the handkerchief 
counter whether the salesman could reca}] 
that Mrs. Botkin ever bought from them a 
handkerchief like that in evidence, 

What answer Lees received he does not 
tell. He says that the investigation is 
not yet completed. ‘ 

At the suggestion of Lees the duplicate 
“blue paper’’ biHs made by the salesmen 
whenever sales are made will be looked over 
to discover whether any of the handker- 
chiefs of the lot described were sold about 
Aug, 4 and whether such a purchase was 
of several or of a solitary handkerchief. 

Several days. ago the police discovered 
evidence that-might prove the existence of 
a-motive for killing Mrs. Dunning. The evi- 
dence is a letter to the prisoner from Dun- 
ning, in which he told her when he left 
Porto Rico he would go to his family in 
enema and would not return to San Fran- 
cisco, 

No evidence not previously known to the 
public was elicited by inatiiries of the Grand 
Jury except that which was. testified to by 
Mrs. Rauof. Mrs. Rauof said that while ‘Mrs. 
Botkin was ill at Stockton about July 25%, 
Dr. Stone, a young physician, attended her, 

In conversation with Dr. Stone Mrs. Bot- 
kin spoke in a jocular tone of taking poison, 
and inquired particularly about the size of a 
deadly dose. 

Mrs. Botkin is almost_reconciled to pris- 
qn life. She remains unapproachable to re- 

vters, but{is visited daily by relatives and 
attorneys. k' 

It has beem learned that the box of candy, 
which was sold at Haas’ candy store, was 
put up by Miss Herbee, one of the clerks, 
and that the purchaser was a woman. 

At the request of Chief Lees Miss Herbee 
went to her home, and there secluded her- 
self from reporters, 

Two important points must now be set- 
tled before new discoveries concerning tne 
handkerchief and the candy will be of 
a@vail in a court of law. 

Did Mrs, Botkin buy candy and handker- 
chigfs, or did those articles by any means 
come into her hands before the poisoned 
candy was malfled? 

It is supposed that Miss Herbee does iden- 
tify Mrs. Botkin, and, for that reason, she 
has been secluded from reporters who might 
probe deeper into the case than it suits 
Chief Lees to have them go.

THE EVIDENCE IN FRISCO. 
Box of Poisoned Candy, However, Is 
Now in a Jumbled Stato. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—After the ar- 
rival of Detective McVey from Delaware 
for the purpose of taking Mrs. Botkin, the 
alleged poisoner, to the East, it did not 
take long for the visitor and Chief of Po- 

lice Lees to get down to busineaes. 

McVey opened his leather box and drew 
eut a number af packages. One of these 
contained the fatal box of candy, carefully 
Wrapped in paper and in practically the 
fame condition as it was left when the 


party on the Pennington porch in Dover 
ceased partaking of its contents. 
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DETECTIVE BERNARD J. M’'VEY. 
(The officer who has gone to San [’rancisco9 
for the purpose of taking Mis. 
Botkin to Delaware.) 
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wrapper in which the box had been in- 
closed. On what was the upper side is the 
superecription, written’ in a somewhat un- 
steady hand: 

Mrs. John P. Dunning, Dover, Deleware. 

Four 5-cent stamps occupy the upper right 
hand corner, and about an inch lower is 
carelessly posted a 2-cent stamp. Across 
the face of this is plainiy to be seen the 
canceling etamp of Station D of the San 
Francisco postoffice. On the stamps on the 
upper corner the cancellation mark is not 
80 clearly printed. 

Another bit of evidence was contained in 
an envelope. This is the slip of paper which 
was inclosed in the box and which bears 
the words: 
iar love to your sef and baby. Mrs. 


A dainty cambric handkerchief with a 
worked border was contained in still an- 
other envelope.. The only mark upon it isa 
Small piece of paper about a quarter of an 
inch square pasted in one corner and bear- 
ing the figures ‘25." This constituted all 
the evidence brought by McVey. 

A critical examination was at once made 
of the evidence upon which :.so much 
hinges. The box and its contents, contain- 
ing some five varieties of chocolate candy, 
were carefully viewed. The box might be 
purchased in any store for ® cents. The 
upper portion of the box, which completely 
envelops the lower part, resting on a shoul- 
der on the bottom, is covered with a cream 
white paper. It is 7 inches long, 3% inches 
wide and 1% inches deep. Across the face 
of the box is embossed the word BONBONS 
in copper-colored gilt letters, about three- 
quarters of an inch in height. These run 
diagonally across the box about the cen- 
ter. The lettering slants upward toward 
the right-hand corner. 

Across each end of the box is a bow of 
pink ribbon half an inch in width. The up- 
per surface of the ribbon is of satin finish, 
and the under side is ribbed. The ribbon is 
fastened on the bottom of the box on the 
inner side. The ends of the bows on the top 
of the cover point inward. The letters 
“J. D. P.’”’ have been marked on top of the 
box in pencil for purposes of identification. 

In t e part of the box which forms the 
lower half .beneath a piece of paraffine pa- 
per, partiallw concealed under two pieces of 
lace paper, slightly torn, is laid the candy. 
The mass was in irregular layers, evidently 
having been shaken up in transit. There 
are chocolate wafers, spiced chocolate, cho- 
colate buttons and creams with and with- 
out walnuts. In its present condition it is 
difficult to determine whether the candy had 
been plugged or not to permit the insertion 
of the poison. On top of the paraffine pa- 
get which covers the candy, was laid the 

andkerchief. 

The piece of wrapping paper in which the 
box was wrapped was probably torn from a 
roll. It is about 42 by 16 inches in s'‘ze and 
slightly glazed. While the stamps in the 
upper row are pasted on with precision. 
the odd stamp was evidently affixed in a 
hurry, after the box was weighed. Police 
Inspector Erwin, who examined the wrap- 
per shortly after the arrival of McVey. 
recognized the cancellation stamp as that 
of Station D. But, he explained, at this 
station fourth-class matter, mailed in any 
part of the city, is canceled. He said that 
this fact would practically block all inves- 
tigations as to the exact point of mailing. 

The note jnclosed is written on a scrap of 
paper cut from a larger sheet to fit the 
width of the box. It is about three and a 
half inches wide and about the same lencth. 
The writing is firm and 1s in a stiff hard.

The poor old creature assured me yester- 
day that she had only been at Dunning a 
little over a month, Yet the records show 
that she came to the county institution 
nearly a year ago, but it is’at least a smal] 
bit of comfort to think that the time does 
not seem long to her. 

The country poorhouse in a small way 


resembles heaven, for the ties of marriage 
are not recognized there, and this poor, 
forlorn couple.who for so many hard years 
Strugglied at each other’s side are sepa- 
rated by the distance of the whole house. 
But even county officials sometimes have a 
soft spot in their hearts, and old “‘Grand- 
ma”’ Stack is frequently brought in to the 
bedside of the old man who continually 
cries for her. 

All old Stack ever begs for is the com- 
panionship of his wife, while she, despite 
her 90 years, is ambitious for a home, and 
asks each newcomer to aid her in obtain- 
ing one. For in the long ago this aged 
couple had a place of their own, and 
though it was not a pretentious one, still 
it was home. 

“I had five cows,” the old creature proud- 
ly told me as she rocked backward and 
forward in one of the county’s wooden 
chairs. Then she added plaintively: “I 
want to get him away. if I could only 
have a little room, a little room out on 
Union street, I could take care of him.” 

“Aren’t they good to you, grandma?” I 
wanted to know. 

‘I want sugar in my tea,” she complained. 
“IT ain’t used to it without. I don't care 
for meat, but I do want sugar in my tea.’”’

STORM DAMAGE $1,000,000. 


Reports Show Three- Fourths of South 
Oarolina’s Rice Crop Destroyed.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 3.—While Savan- 
nah suffered heavily from the cyclone 
which swept over this section of the coast 
Wednesday morning, the damage on the 
eoast islands and in the interior, so far as 
the storm reaches, is probably greater. The 
flooded condition of the country -renders 
communication difficult, and in many sec- 
tions it is entirely cut off and no news has 
been received to indicate what the onal 
tions are. 

The bark Noe, in attempting to rescue the 

crew of which Lieut. Morgan and one of 
his companions lost their lives, has about 
disappewred. Small steamers have patroled 
Callabogue Sound all day ~ korg: 4 for the 
bodies of the heroic rescuers, but they have 
not been recovered. 
The lows to the rice crop on the Savannah 
River alone is estimated at $200,000 to $250,- 
000, Three-fourths of the crop has been de- 
stroyed. 

The cotton crop In the counties adjoining 
Savannah is practically ruined. 

The entire territory which the storm ray- 
aged, although limited to a radius of 50 
miles, is damaged beyond estimate. The 
loss of life, eo far as known, has been small, 

For 30 miles west Sf Savannah the coun- 
try is practically under water, 

Taking the losses of Savannah, where a 
minor part of the damage was done, and 
those sustained by the rice planters, the 
growers of cotton, by farmers generally and 
by railroads and shipping, it will be found 
that an estimate of $1,000,000 damage will 
be reasonably within bounds.

FIND THEMSELVES DE- 
CRIVED. 


PROTECTION IS A MYTH. 


The Strike Situation at Alton Is Grow- 
ing Grave and the Workers Are 

Disgusted With the Ad- 
% ministration. 


General Manager George M. Levis of the 
Illinois Glass Co. and Messrs. Fred Dahl- 
strom and Thomas Smart, the conferees 
of the flint glassworkers of Alton, have re- 
“turned from a second conference of the 
manufacturers and workers at PittsSurg. 
There is still no settlement. The workers 
insist upon a siight advance in their wages, 
and the manufacturers persistently refuse 
it. There seems no prospect for an imme- 
diate settlement Meanwhile the flint fac- 
tories, including the seven houses at Al- 
ton, are inoperative and the thousands of 
people who work at the trade are without 
employment. In view of the fact that thie 
has occurred ‘many times in former years 
and that a settlement has always been ef- 
fected within a few weeks, the present situ- 
ation is not especially alarming, but it does 
no good, 

The cause of it all is thus explained by a 
student of political economy: 

“The flint glassworkers are paying the 
penalty of too maich faith in Republiean 
protection. Four years ago they received 


good wages. They attributed their pros- 
pocity. to the McKinley tariff law. hen 
the Wilson measure went into effect the 
manufacturers informed the workers that 
they must suffer a cut in wages. The Wil- 
son tariff, the manufacturers explained, 
crippled the industry in America; it placed 
the American manufacturer in closer com- 
poten with the glass concerns of the Old 
Jorid, where labor is cheap and the cost 
of production ie low. 
“The workers believe all of this, They ac- 
cepted a reduction of 15 per cent in their 


| wages. This scale of wages held through 


two years. At the end of that time the Wil- 
son law had been succeeded by the Dingley 
measure. The filntglass workers under- 
stood the Dingley measure to be a sort of 
second edition of the McKinley law. It 
was the instrument of the same party, and 
the hobby of the party wae high tariffs and 
protection to American industries. So the 
eevee in their annual convention at 

anesville, in July of this year, in- 
structed their representatives to the confer- 
ence with the manufacturers to ask that 
the old wage scale be restored. The Re- 
publican party was in power again, and one 
of its protective tariffs was in effect. So 
“= not a restoration of the 15 per cent cut? 

“The inactivity of the flint factories at 
Alton and elsewhere and the concern which 
is felt lest the situation develop a strike 
are the rewards of the trade for ite allegi- 
ance to the Republican party and its pro- 
tection which does not protect.”’
